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I (through the numerous avocations of thoſe to whoſe charge 
it was committed) having long been a matter of public complaint, it was 
recommended to the ſenior Proctor of the former year, immediately 
upon his entring his office, in April 1755, to be cautious in the nomi- 
nation of future Delegates; and, in particular, he was deſired to uſe his

Chancellor expired, repeated the fame to the houſe ; they thought them 
ſelves now called upon to juſtify their per ſonal Conduct to the members of 
Conyocation, before whom they were accuſed; as they had in a former 
paper endeavoured to vindicate the Rights of their Office. - And therefore 
on the roth of October laſt, they circulated in the ſeveral colleges the 
following narrative in writing; which contained (to the beſt of their recol- 
lection) the whole of what had paſſed upon the occaſion ; and which, as 
it was a private tranſaction, and not much to the credit of the late prin- 
cipal magiſtrate of the place, (for whoſe office they have the higheſt 
reſpe&) they could have wiſhed to have buried in oblivion ©

Chancellor was himſelf nominated a Delegate of Accounts, and took the 
. oath peculiar to that office; and the perſon propoſed by the ſenior Proc- 


tor being nominated a Delegate of the Preſs, the ſame oath was by miſ- 


take adminiſtered to him alſo; though he fince bath been permitted, not 
vi ſome oppoſition, to take 17 common oath of other Delegates. 


It is but juſtice to that gentleman to declare, that he was an entire 
ſtranger tothe whole of this tranſaction, and every ſtep leading thereto, 
till after the Proctor's conference with the Vice-Chancellor on the ſecond 
of July; and that he then declined accepting the truſt, till he was aſſured 
by the Vice-Chancellor i in perſon that he totally relinquiſhed his pretenſions. 

Thus much for the nominations of the ſecond of july; in conſequence 
of which- the Vice-Chancellor: was afterwards. eleced- a Curator of the 
Theater. 

On the 13th of july in the fame. year, another vacancy 1 in

Beſides: the motive of perſonal, friendſhip, the Proctor, being himſelf a 


Delegate in right of his office, was by this time thoroughly convinced” 
of the neceſſity of a more diligent inſpection of the Preſs; and thinking 
this truſt extremely proper for a gentleman in the Librarian's public cha- 
racer, he readily promiſed his affiſtance. And, as he had obliged the 


Vice-Chancellor in one of the former nominations, and his collegue in 
+. the other, he now hoped to be obliged in his turn, by as chearful à con- 


currence upon their parts, This be eaſily obtained from his brother

Upon the Proctors repreſenting their abſolute f 


engagement to the Librarian, he then roundly told them, that it had 
been ufual to nominate only Heads of Houſes to this Truſt; that the De- 


legacy of the Preſs was always conſidered as proper Compliment to the 
Vice-Chancellor for the time being; that he had conſulted his Brethren 


who were already Delegates ; and that they by no means approved of 
the Librarian; wherefore he ſhould never conſent to his appointment. 


Whereupon the Proctors promiſed to take what he had ſaid into confide- 
| ration ; and they immediately went into the Houſe, _ : 

The Proctors finding a negative power thus unreaſonably threatened to 
be exerted, ſet about (with the afliſtance of their friends) to examine into 


it's validity and foundation ; and, after a long ſearch, having fatisfied 
themſelves that it was neither warranted by reaſon, ſtatute, nor ancient 


cuſtom, they, about the middle of March, 1756, waited on the Vice- 
Chancellor at his lodgings ; and told him, they alſo had conſulted heir 


friends, who thought the Librarian a very proper perſon ; and as they 


were engaged to him, they were ſorry they could not oblige the Vice- 


Chancellor. He then again afferting his negative, they very reſpectfully 


| hinted their doubts concerning it; upon which he diſmiſſing them ſome-
